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Iowa Library History 


While attention is being given to Iowa 
history, perhaps it will not be amiss to 
mention a few facts in the library his. 
tory of the state, although the editor of 
the Quarterly is well aware of possible 
disagreement in dates on the part of 
some libraries. She uses only figures 
coming from the different libraries. One 
difficulty arises from confusion in 
the use of the words ‘‘founding,’’ ‘‘be- 
gan,’’ ete., and from uncertainty as to 
whether the date given is for origin or 
for tax support. 

To mention state facilities and provi- 
sions first, recent numbers of the Pal- 
impsest in a ‘‘Commonplace Calendar” 
for 1838, contain calls for the return 
by Iowa borrowers of books borrowed 
from the Wisconsin Territorial Li- 
brary. 

The United States Territorial law in- 
eluded provision of an appropriation of 
$5,000 to be used for buying books to 
become the foundation of libraries of the 
Commonwealth. 

Other provision for the State Library 
followed at various times before 1896 
when the Traveling Library was estab- 
lished under that department. In 1900 
the Library Commission was established 
and in 1902 the Traveling Library was 
transferred to the Library Commission. 

Local library interest seems to have 
been manifested early also. Seemingly 
the earliest mention of books or libraries 
in the state was a notice of a meeting 
held in Dubuque to consider the forma- 
tion of a library association in that city. 
(This was mentioned in a recent number 
of the Palimpsest and repeated in the 
Library Quarterly for July-September, 
1936. ) 

In 1839, the Iowa Territorial Legisla- 
tive Assembly enacted a law for the in- 
corporation of public libraries whieh 
were to be association libraries with 4 
tax on the shareholders. 

According to figures in the Library 
Commission office early subscription 
and association libraries which followed 
seem to have been Davenport and Iowa 
City in the later 1850’s, Cedar Falls 
1859, Dubuque 1860, Keokuk 1863, 
Sioux City 1865, and Des Moines and 
Council Bluffs in 1866. 











In 1870 an act was passed by the Gen- 
eral Assembly authorizing city councils 
of cities of the first or second class to 
establish free public libraries and levy 
a tax of one-half mill provided suitable 
lots and buildings were first donated to 
the city for a library. 

This law has been amended at various 
times between 1872 and the last General 
Assembly and probably would be im- 
proved by further changes. 

The following libraries are reported 
to have become tax supported before 
1900: Fairfield 1853, Keokuk 1863, Wa- 
verly 1866, Independence 1873, Garner 
1873, Osage 1875, Cedar Falls 1876, 
Charles City and Sioux City 1877, El- 
dora and Washington 1878, Council 
Bluffs and Missouri Valley 1881, Alden 
and Des Moines 1882, Burlington 1883, 
Indianola 1884, Boone 1885. 

Library Buildings 

The earliest library buildings in the 
state were given by local donors, Keo- 
kuk being the first, the gift by will of 
J. L. Rice of $10,000, increased by local 
gifts. 

In 1893 Mrs. Cattermole gave $25,000 
for the erection of a memorial library 
building at Fort Madison. 

The same year, through the efforts of 
the Honorable James F. Wilson, a gift 
of $40,000 was secured from Mr. Car- 
negie for the erection of a library build- 
ing at Fairfield. This was the first li- 
brary building erected by Mr. Carnegie 
west of Allegheny, Pennsylvania, and 
one of the few contributed without any 
conditions for support. 

in 1894 Perry Munson, a prominent 
business man of Independence offered 
to erect a building for library and other 
purposes if a suitable location could be 
furnished. This was done and Mr. 
Munson provided for the erection of the 
building which cost about $15,000. 

At Burlington a library building was 
erected in 1898, partially through a gift 
of Philip M. Crapo, and partially by 
tax, 

The other library building to be erect- 
ed before 1900 was at Forest City in 
1899 at a cost of about $1,800. It has 
always been stated that this amount 
came from a tax. 

The present library facilities in the 
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state include the State Library, with its 
four divisions, Law, Economics and So- 
ciology, Medical, and General; the His- 
torical Department; the Traveling Li- 
brary under the Library Commission; 
the libraries of the three educational in- 
stitutions, the State University of Iowa, 
the State Teacher’s College, and Iowa 
State College, and the smaller denomin- 
ational and other colleges and WOI and 
school libraries. 

The public libraries of the state now 
number 212 and the association 133. 

Library Extension 

The first provision by law for library 
extension was passed by the 3lst Gen- 
eral Assembly in 1903, giving library 
trustees the power to contract with the 
trustees of the township or the board of 
supervisors of the county in which the 
library was situated or of adjacent 
townships, or counties, or with govern- 
ing bodies of any neighboring city or 
town not having library facilities for the 
public, to loan the books of the library 
either singly or in groups upon such 
terms as might be agreed upon in the 
contract, the levy to cover this contract 
not to exceed one mill on the dollar. 

This law was amended and broadened 
in 1913, 1921, and 1923. 

Libraries soon took advantage of this 
law and townships and schools from one 
to a larger number have had the use of 
library facilities through the years, al- 
though the number of libraries so con- 
tracting has never been large and no 
county was public spirited enough to 
provide library service for its people 
until September, 1927, contracts were 
signed by the library boards of the Al- 
den, Eldora, and Iowa Falls library 
boards and the supervisors of Hardin 
County for the free use of these li- 
braries by the rural schools of the 
county. These contracts have been re- 
newed as they expired to the present 
time. According to the present law 
cities and towns have been obliged to 
contract separately. 

In 1930 Page County secured con- 
tracts with the county supervisors ex- 
tending the privilege of these libraries 
to the rural schools of the county. A 
number of the towns have also made con- 
tracts and the county is probably the 
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best supplied with books of any county 
in the state. 

In order'to show how a real county li- 
brary would operate, the Iowa Library 
Association planned and carried out a 
demonstration in Black Hawk County 
for a year, beginning September 1, 1930, 
with the hope that at the end of the year 
a tax would be voted. Although the 
demonstration of what a county library 
could do for a county was most satisfac- 
tory, the hope of a tax was not realized 
and the books, wagon, and librarian 
were withdrawn. 

A volunteer library association is 
making as successful an attempt to sup- 
ply Dubuque County with books as such 
an organization could do and a county 
library will undoubtedly soon crown the 
efforts of the brave and public spirited 
women who are carrying on this work. 

A new law, or an amended law is now 
greatly needed and a get-together of the 
committees of the various organizations 
interested in this work would help. 


State-wide WPA Library Project

The primary purpose of a Statewide 
Library Project is to extend library 
service to new areas and demonstrate 
the logical developments of library plans 
for Iowa. In establishing the plans for 
this project every effort will be made 
to follow the library legislation pro- 
posed for this fall. Starting with county 
library units the ultimate aim will be for 
regional library service. Many county 
units are too small to serve the county 
effectively but in uniting there will be 
a more nearly adequate rural library 
service available. 

The Iowa State Librarian, John 
Denison, is sponsoring the statewide 
WPA project to aid in rural library 
extension in Iowa. Since the intro- 
ductory letter was sent to the public li- 
braries various plans have been suggest- 
ed and many requests have come in for 
additional information. 

Fifty-two per cent of the population 
of Iowa is without library service. To 
be among the half of the states with 
the greatest number of unserved popu- 
lation is far from creditable in a state 
with an illiteracy of only eight-tenths 
per cent. 
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Increased personnel supplied by 
WPA will make it physically possible 
to reduce the number of people without 
library service and in existing libraries 
will enable an expansion of services, pos- 
sible reorganization and rehabilitation 
of library materials, and a utilization of 
existing equipment to its maximum. 

In order to get the best results from 
this WPA program certain require- 
ments must be followed in the statewide 
planning. The project application pro- 
vides for technical supervision of all 
work assigned to WPA workers. There 
is to be one state technical supervisor 
with an assistant technical supervisor in 
each of the three WPA areas in Iowa. 
These supervisors are to be library 
trained workers. 

The state supervisor will work in close 
relation with the Iowa Library Commis- 
sion and serve as a clearing house of in- 
formation and instruction on the tech- 
nical development of the project. The 
assistant supervisors will be charged 
with the helping of librarians to set up 
units of the statewide project in a man- 
ner operating to the best advantage of 
the library. They will discuss problems 
with librarians and help them get the 
most out of their WPA service. As 
the organization develops, field organ- 
izers will be sent out to help small units 
with technical library advice and to give 
instruction to WPA workers in the li- 
brary where needed. 

Arrangements for a training center 
for menders are under way, making 
possible careful training for WPA 
workers who are to do the mending of 
books in public libraries all over the 
state. When it is impossible or imprac- 
tical for a WPA worker to come to 
Des Moines a teacher may be obtained 
to send out to work with the person on 
the local project. 

In order to standardize the procedure 
of WPA library practice throughout 
the state a series of technical manuals 
for the instruction of all workers and 
local supervisors is to be worked out by 
the state and field technical supervisors. 
These work manuals of library practices 
such as mending, filing, indexing 
cataloging will be made available as soon 


as possible. 














Proposals are being made for county 
service in Dubuque and Cerro Gordo 
counties to be established through the 
WPA Statewide Library Project. No 
one will be put in charge of a county 
unit who has had no library training or 
experience. The Dubuque County Li- 
brary Association is planning to furnish 
a book trailer in order to get their books 
to the largest possible number of per- 
sons in their county. Cerro Gordo 
County hopes to have a county librarian 
to conduct story hours in the rural 
schools, introduce books to both children 
and adults and do all possible to extend 
rural library service. 


Both South Dakota and South Caro- 
lina are successfully using bookmobiles 
for library service with the help of 
WPA. The project in South Caro- 
lina now has 32 book trucks in a State- 
wide Library Project serving almost 
2000 stations with 98,630 borrowers. 
With the improved road conditions, 
Iowa could well use bookmobiles or 
book trailers for rural service. 


In Ohio the actual operation of a 
statewide project similar to the one now 
under way in lowa has shown and is 
showing that WPA personnel can be 
used to the distinct advantage of public 
library service. Mr. Noon, the State Li- 
brarian of Ohio, has stated that he feels 
sure that the statewide project is ad- 
vancing logical library development in 
the state as much as ten years ahead of 
what could normally have been expected. 


Lists of the type of work WPA has 
done and can do in the library have 
been made out and will be sent to any- 
one requesting them. All the work done 
by WPA persons must be supervised 
by the librarian in order to keep it up 
to library standards. 


Up to date only one trained area 
supervisor has been appointed, Mar- 
garet Davidson of Ames, Iowa, who 
is to be in the Central Area and have 
headquarters at the State Historical 
Building. All requests for information 
should be referred to Marjorie C. Don- 
aldson, Statewide Library Supervisor, 
— Historical Building, Des Moines, 
owa. 


The Trustee and the Library's Money

**In the opinion of most authorities, 
the raising of funds for the support of 
the library is exclusively the trustees’ 
duty, since the librarian himself will 
be misunderstood if he makes any di- 
rect effort toward securing large ap- 
propriations for library service. Per- 
haps no other one thing would contrib- 
ute so much to the development and 
success of library service as a realiza- 
tion by the trustees that the raising 
of funds is distinctly their duty and 
one of their most important responsi- 
bilities.’’ 

The above quotation is taken from the 
book prepared for the Trustees Section 
of the American Library Association by 
Anna Gertrude Hall, entitled, ‘‘The Li- 
brary Trustee,’’ published in 1937. The 
same quotation appears in the book, 
‘“‘The Trustee and His Library,’’ pub- 
lished by the A. L. A. in 1927. The 
statement was doubtless true in 1927, 
and the lapse of ten years has only 
served to strengthen the soundness of 
the principle started. 

We trustees have been too willing to 
assume that funds for the operation of 
our libraries will be provided and that 
our duties are simply to administer the 
library’s activities and to keep the ex- 
penditures within the amount of the 
monies received. 

For many years, the commonly ac- 
cepted view was that government occu- 
pied the position of a policeman, that 
it was primarily a law enforcing agency, 
and that such funds as might be neces- 
sary to perform that function would be 
raised by taxation. Our democratic 
government is in a period of reconstruc- 
tion, and our government has widened 
its efforts and influences until it has be- 
come one of the greatest—if not the 
greatest—single agent for improvement 
and betterment in social affairs. We 
need only to think of the National Youth 
Administration, adult education, the es- 
tablishment of rules governing labor 
relations, the development of power pro- 
duction and distribution systems, better 
housing projects and other similar 
movements, to realize that things are not 
as they were. 
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There is today a tendency and an ef- 
fort toward the creation of conditions 
and systems which are intended to help 
men to work together and to establish 
better conditions for work and life, bet- 
ter social conditions, and I like to think 
that a complement of those efforts is a 
higher plane of intelligence. Whether 
we agree with this effort and develop- 
ment is beside the point. It is taking 
place, and the library should have a 
definite sphere in the scheme. If the 
library is to bear its portion of the re- 
sponsibility, it must give heed to the 
special educational needs and the possi- 
bilities of developing new and untried 
forms of service. 

If it be the trustees’ responsibility to 
raise the funds to carry on the library’s 
work, then the trustees’ responsibilities 
have, under these new conditions, 
greatly increased. In those states where 
a sales tax is in force, a portion of the 
collections goes to the state and such tax 
collections take from the local com- 
munity some of the funds which might 
well have gone for library support. The 
increase in federal taxes and the estab- 
lishment of new taxes have a similar re- 
sult, and, in consequence, today many 
local communities are not able to sup- 
port their libraries as they have in the 
past. 

Simple intelligence, therefore, de- 
mands that the question of state and 
federal aid for libraries is one which 
should receive the serious consideration 
of every trustee whether his conclusion 
be in favor of or against such assistance. 

The ideal situation, of course, would 
be to have ample funds provided, what- 
ever the source might be, and to have 
such measure as would stabilize that am- 
ple support and assure the library of 
its continuance for as long a time as 
there might be need. I feel that that 
can never be accomplished by taxation. 
The alternative is, of course, private en- 
dowment. The means of obtaining gifts 
are so numerous that it is impossible to 
attempt to recite them here. My point 
is that we have reached the time when a 
library trustee is not fulfilling his obli- 
gation unless he is unwilling to be satis- 
fied with the amounts received from tax 
funds and unless he earnestly studies 
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the question of state and federal assist. 
ance, whether he be in favor of or 
against such assistance, and, most im- 
portant, unless he does his full share 
toward the establishment of a private 
endowment for his own library by 
means of gifts from the public.

Library Commission at the State Fair 

In keeping with the theme of the 
State Fair this year the Library Com- 
mission exhibit was planned on histor- 
ical lines.

My dear Miss Robinson: 

Mr. A. W. Peach, president of the 
Better Library Movement of Vermont 
is a professor at Norwich University, 
Northfield, Vermont. He is a man with 
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a large political following, and it was 
he who engineered the campaign which 
brought about passage of the new li- 
brary laws. 

By these new laws the Free Public 
Library Commission appropriation was 
increased from about $7,500 (figure not 
checked) to $25,000, and the machinery 
put in motion for regional library serv- 
ice. Actually, the 4 regional libraries 
are branch Commission offices, and the 
regional librarians are members of the 
Commission staff. Thus, there is pro- 
vided an intensification of the Commis- 
sion work previously done, rather than 
a new service. Instead of one book- 
wagon covering the entire state, with 
yearly visits, there are now 4 book- 
wagons, each covering its region on a 
bi-monthly basis. Field advisory serv- 
ice is given by the regional librarian, 
ete. 

The money for books, librarians, and 
bookwagons all comes by state appro- 
priation to the Commission. At present 
the staff of each Regional Library !s 
provided by WPA. I have a typist and 
record-clerk, in one; a mender; and a 
man who is truck driver, shipping clerk 
and janitor. The staffs vary in the 4 
regional offices. 

Professor Peach will be glad to have 
you write to him.
